Some people are not satisfied with 
having done a fair day's work at their 
regular 
occupation, but insist upon 
keeping busy even when they sleep.

work, 
done 
uncon­ 
sciously during the dead hours of the 
night, is worthless, but sometimes in­ 
tellectual feats are accomplished dur­ 
ing sleep which during waking hours 
proved quite impossible.

Stevenson was a dreamer, and

It is possible with this plan to build 
a good sensible, stylish house f,>r a 
small amount of money because the 
arrangement is so economical. 
It is 
a little more than a cottage in height, 
yet the plan is so complete that three 
good square bedrooms with bathroom 
and plenty of closets are worked in 
close under the roof in the second 
story. 
I never knew a 
woman 
to have 
closet room enough except in some 
plan like this. 
Builders haven’t suffi­ 
cient nerve to work good space into 
closet* or store rooms, but when they 
catch a roof proposition like this they 
just love to take advantage of the sit­ 
uation aud arrange closets and cubby­ 
holes in every corner possible. 
Probably six rooms with the minor 
conveniences were never worked into 
a house of this size to better advan­ 
tage. 
The size on the ground is 27 by 
08 feet, exclusive of porches, and this 
is not a very liberal allowance. 
The 
high price of building materials has 
caused architects to sit up nights to 
invent new combinations that will give 
the necessary room aud comfort for a 
small outlay in money. 
It makes a 
great difference in building whether 
you pay $15 per thousand for lumber 
or whether you pay $t>0. 
It takes just 
as many shingles at $7 as it used to 
take at $2.50, and I don’t see that they 
turn the water any better. They come 
high now but we must have them the 
same as of old, and it is poor economy 
to try to stretch them. 
If a shingle 
don't catch three joints the time will 
come before long when the roof will 
fail to do its duty as an honest roof 
should. 
A great deal depends on the roof.

building a 
chimney it costs but little more to 
build it large enough for three or four 
flues.

There are many worms that are 
called army worms, and it is therefore 
necessary 
to 
distinguish 
between 
them. 
In a report issued last Decem­ 
ber the Minnesota station called at­ 
tention to the Injury this worm is do­ 
ing to*timothy meadows. 
It was pre­ 
dicted that the coming season will 
show still greater damage. 
This is one of the cut worms, and 
it is found in such numbers some 
seasons that it is known as the ‘‘army 
worm” in certain localities. 
Its life 
history is similar to the other cut 
worms. 
The female moth lays about 
BOO eggs on blades of grass, placing 
15 or 20 or more on each blade of 
grass. 
These eggs hatch in from six 
to ten days ami the minute larvae be­ 
gin at once to attack the grass on 
which they are born. 
Frequently a 
farmer will see the effect of their 
work without being aware of their 
presence. They attack not only grasses 
but the cereals and corn. 
Occasion­ 
ally they attack the foliage of the ap­ 
ple tree. 
It takes the worms about from one 


“The most effective method of com­ 
bating the army worm is ditching. 
If 
two or more furrows be turned up 
with a plow between tho advancing 
army and the crop which it threatens, 
the stoep side of the furrow being to­ 
wards the crop, the worms tend to 
congregate therein, brought to a stop 
by the wall of dirt. 
These furrows 
should be about two feet or more 
apart. 
“It is better yet, if time and labor 
are available, to dig a ditch next tho 
crop that is in danger, since it is hard­ 
er for them to extricate themselves 
from a ditch than from a furrow. 
Several furrows will, however, check 
them till they can be killed. 
Killing 
can be accomplished by putting dry 
straw on the worms in the furrow and 
hurriedly firing it. after wetting it 
slightly with kerosene. 
Or kerosene 
may be poured directly on the worms. 
This in itself Is fatal, but very expen­ 
sive.

is true, if carelessness is displayed in 
the feeding and management.

In Largo Numbers They Are Exceedingly Destructive to 
Vegetation, and Even Trees. 


There are' many worms that are 


called army worms and it Is therefore 
necessary

In a report Issued last Dcoom- 


ber the Minnesota station called at- 
tention to the Injury this wojin Is do- 
ing to timothy meadows

dieted that the coming season will

THE ESSENTIAL TO 


FARM FERTILITY 


By H. H. Smith, at Nebraska 
Kxitoriment Station. 


The maintenance of a high degree 


of soil fertility Is a fundamental prln 
ciple In successful faimlng 
Had this 


boen rerognlzed yeais ago and meth 
ods practiced that build rather than 
deplete, much of the native fertility of 
om eastern soils would have been 
conserved. 
Live stock In the state of 


Ohio begai> to decline In number 30 
yoais ago and with that decline there 
occurred almost Immediately decline 
In tho a\ornge yield per acre of wheat 
anil other small grains 
That state 


now purchases annually 12,000,000 
worth of commercial fertilizers What 
luut been the experience of Ohio Is 
tbo expei lence ot many other eastern 
slutps where grain growing without 
rotation with hay itanta Is DOW prac- 
tical 


The growing of surb legumes as al- 


falfa, clover and cow veai. and the 


feeding of these crops with at least a 
pait of the 
grain 
grown, 
is our 


surest preventive of soil improvement. 
It goes without saying that this can 
only be accomplished by keeping the 
stock on the farm 
If by feeding farm 


animals no more than elevator prjcea 
are received for the crops grown there 
Is still abundant reason for the prac* 
tlce of such system ot farming Many 
do not feed stock because they are 
fearful that grain thus disposed ot 
will sell at a sacrifice 
No doubt this 


Is true, If carelessness Is displayed In 
the feeding and management 
With 


the exercise ot skill the opposite la 
just as true 


Each year as the rejul*^ of experi- 


ments are complied and <4« work ot 
other stations reviewed a<fr proof Is 
added to the fact that a careful sys- 
tem of feeding In which nature's laws 
are gi\en recognition Is capable ot 
producing to a marked degree larger 
and more profitable gains than Indis- 
criminate feeding 
It baa been proved 


beyond a doubt that the cost of pro- 
ducing grains may be reduced from 20 
to 30 per cent by properly compound- 
ing rations 
Such evidence la forth- 


coming from «H stations of the middle 
west, "where feedin? questions nave 
been given most consideration Should 
a farmer lose by disease one animal 
out of every five he would feel much 
unconcerned 
The equivalent of this 


is happening on many farms to-day 
through Injudicious feeding 


If stock feeding is to be conducted 


with profit there must be put into the 
work a high order 
of 
Intelligence 


How can it be otherwise'' The feeder 
is in constant touch 
with nature's 


lans, which must not be ignored 
He 


Is dealing with a wide range of foods, 
differing essentially in physical char- 
acter in composition and digestibility 
He is furthermore dealing with an an- 
imal 
mechanism 
infinitely 
more 


complex in the arrangement of parts 
and the performance of functions than 
an>thing ever wrought by man 
If 


all foods and all classes of animals 
\veie alike the problem would be 
a 


simple one 
If all foods consisted of 


t*e natural herbage, which 
at

ITS METHOD OF WORK 


In Large Numbers They Are Exceedingly Destructive to 
Vegetation, and Even Trees. 


There are' many worms that are 


called army worms and it Is therefore 
necessary 
to distinguish 
between 


them 
In a report issued last Dcof-m- 


ber the Minnesota station called at- 
tention to the Injury this wojin Is do- 
ing to timothy meadows 
It was pre 


dieted that the coming soasi-n will 
show still greatei damage 


This Is one of the cut woims, and 


it is found in such numbeia some 
seasons that It Is known as tho • army 
woim 
in ceitaln localities 
Its life 


histoiy Is similar to the other cut 
»oiniB 
The female moth lays about 


500 eggs on blades of glass placing 
15 01 20 or more on each blade of 
srass 
These eggs hatch in from six 


to ten da>s and the minute larvae be 
gin at once to attack the grass on 
which they are born 
Frequently a 


farmoi will see the effect of their 
nork without being aware of theli 
presence They attack not only grasses 
but the cereals and corn 
Occasion- 


ally the} attack the foliage of the ap 
pie ttee 


It takes the worms about from one 


The most effective method of com 
bating the army worm Is ditching If 
two or moie furrows be turned up 
with a plow between the advancing 
army and the crop which it threatens 
the steep side of the furrow being to 
wards the crop the worms tend to 
congregate thcieln brought to a stop 
by the wall of dirt 
These furrows 


should be about two feet or moio 
apart 


• It Is bettei yet if time and labor 


are available, to dig a ditch next the 
clop that Is In danger, since it is hard 
er for them to extricate themselves 
from a ditch than from a fuirow 
Several furrows will however check 
them till they caa be killed 
Killing 


can be accomplished by putting dry 
straw on the worms In the furrow and 
hurriedly firing it after wetting It 
sllebtl} with kerosene 
Or kerosene 


may be poured directly on the wormi

FARM FERTILITY

KxiXtriraent Station. 


The maintenance of a high degree 


of soil fertility Is a fundamental prln 
ciple In successful faimlng 
Had this 


boen recognized ycaia ago and meth 
ods practiced that build rather than 
deplete, much of the native fertility of 
om eastern soils would have been 
conserved. 
Live stock In the state of 


Ohio began to decline In number 30 
yoais ago and with that decline there 
occurred almost Immediately decline 
In tho a\cragc yield per acre of wheat 
anil other small grains 
That state 


now purchases 
annually 12,000.000 


worth of commercial fertilizers What 
luut been the experience of Ohio Is 
tbo expei lence ot many other eastern 
slutps whore grain growing without 
rotation with hay i tents Is now prao- 
tlranl 


The growing of surb legumes as al- 


falfa, clover and cow «eas. and the 


feeding of these crops with at least a 
pait of the 
grain 
grown, 
is our 


surest preventive of soil improvement. 
It goes without saying that this can 
only be accomplished by keeping the 
stock on the farm 
If by feeding farm 


animals no more than elevator prjcea 
are received for the crops grown there 
Is still abundant reason for the prac* 
tlce of such system ot farming Many 
do not reed stock because they are 
fearful that grain thus disposed of 
will sell at a sacrifice 
No doubt this 


Is true, If carelessness Is displayed In 
the feeding and management 
With 


the exercise ot skill the opposite la 
just as true 


Each year as the rejul** of experi- 


ments are complied and <4« work ot 
other stations reviewed a<fr proof Is 
added to the fact that a careful sys- 
tem of feeding In which nature's laws 
are gi\en recognition Is capable ot 
producing to a marked degree larger 
and more profitable gains than Indis- 
criminate feeding 
It baa been proved 


beyond a doubt that the cost of pro- 
ducing grains may be reduced from 20 
to 30 per cent by properly compound- 
ing rations 
Such evidence la forth- 


coming from «U stations of the mjddle 
west, "where feedln? questions na»« 
been given most consideration Should 
a farmer lose by disease one animal 
out of every five he would feel much 
unconcerned 
The equivalent of this 


is happening on many farms to-day 
through Injudicious feeding 


If stock feeding is to be conducted 


with profit there must be put into the 
work a high order 
of 
Intelligence 


How can it be otherwise' The feeder 
is in constant touch 
with nature's 


lans, which must not be ignored 
He 


is dealing with a wide range of foods, 
differing essentially In physical char- 
acter in composition and digestibility 
He is furthermore dealing with an an- 
imal 
mechanism 
infinitely 
more 


complex in the arrangement of parts 
and the performance of functions than 
an>thing ever wrought by man 
If 


all foods and all classes of animals 
\veie alike the problem would be 
a 


simple one 
If all foods consisted of 


t*e mtural herbage, it tilth 
at 
one 


time grew uncultivated animals would 
cot for themselves more nearly what 
the b>stem requires

flctal propaRation of numerous forms
